The arrangement ahd 
the selection have been perfectly done before, by Mr.

LITTLE has been identified with the 
Far East since early manhood. He has 
been known to geographers since 1888, 
when he published the most detailed and 
best description of the Yangtse gorges 
that has been written. He took the first 
steamboat up through those rapids in 1898. His busi- 
ness career began in China forty-six years ago, and 
he has lived there ever since. This year we hear of 
him in Western China, where he is engaged in the 
interests of mining development and steam naviga- 
tion. He was undoubtedly selected to write this vol- 
ume in The Regions of the World Series because few 
men have traveled so extensively as he in the Far 
East and know it so well. His book was written in 
the various countries he describes, and while it is 
primarily geographical, it is saturated from begin- 
ning to end with the practical aspects of those 
countries. How will their natural conditions and re- 
sources and the qualities and characteristics of their 
inhabitants tend to help or hinder their development 
or the enlargement of their relations with the rest 
of the world? 

This is a very live question to-day, for the Far 
East has become the focus of world-wide interest. It 
is too early to answer the question in detail, and nat- 
urally Mr. Little does not attempt the task. It is the 
mission of his book to place before us a clear and 
succinct account of the human factors and of the 
physical environment that has helped to shape the 
character and destiny. The Far East is worthy of 
the scientific study which savants have given to In- 
dia and Southern Europe, and more exhaustive de- 
scription will follow the collection of adequate data. 
Such thorough treatment of these countries will come 
some day; and we know of no better introduction to 
it than the volume now before us. 

Those who know of the great enterprises now go- 
ing forward, especially in China, may best appreciate 
the timeliness of this book, for it is undoubtedly the 
best summary yet brought within the compass of a 
single volume of our knowledge of the five countries 
of Southeastern Asia—the Chinese Empire, Indo- 
China, Korea, Siam, and Japan. Everybody has 
heard of the well-advertised projects, such as the 
railroad that the Belgians have completed from Pe- 
king to Hankow on the Yangtse, the extension of the 
railroad from Hankow to Canton, for which Ameri- 
| cans hold the concession, and the railroad that the 

yermans have built across Shantung, the most popu- 
lous province of the empire. Less, however, is gen- 
erally known of other schemes for further develop- 
ment and of very important work now under way. 
The attitude of the Chinese toward railroads has 
changed, and native officials even talk of China tak- 
ing to herself a large share of railroad extension. 
France is likely to be the first to reach the “ count- 
less number of fertile valleys” on the great lime- 
stone plateau of Yunnan, for its railroad from Hanoi 
to the capital of Yunnan is already under way, and 
its builders expect to open it to traffic in 1908. The 
British are trying to make up their minds which is 
the best of several routes suggested by surveyors 
and travelers for the railroad between Yunnan and 
Burma; and a joint British and French syndicate 
has secured large mining concessions in the Hil 
Dorado of Yunnan, 

But these are schemes for the development of a 
far inland province on the border of Tibet. Activity 
is greater in districts more accessible and nearer the 
sea, The British have practically ascertained the ex- 
tent and quality of the vast coal resources in the 
basins of the Yangtse and Hoang Rivers; and they 
are giving close attention to the question of trade 
penetration into all the best parts of China, and es- 
pecially into the marvelously rich western province 
of Szechuan. Several parties of their explorers have 
been sent to the north and west and southwest of 
Peking to study the condition of the people, their 
products, and the best routes for railroads to the 
west. They are ransacking the mountains of Honan 
and Hupeh for the pass, still elusive, by which they 
may circumvent the Yangtse gorges and build an 
easy rail route to the rich, red plain of Szechuan, 
Everywhere, they say, the educated class is eagerly 
treading Western books of science that are being 
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turned into Chinese and prinied by the 
thousands at Shanghai; and the maps of 
these official explorers, printed chiefly 
by the geographical sqcieties of Great 
Britain, reveal hundreds of place names 
that never were seen before. 

This eager quest for information ts at 
its height just as this helpful book ap- 
pears with an orderly and thorough ac- 
count. of the geography of these five 
countries and of the control exercised by 
their environment in the distribution of 
plants and animals, in shaping the activi- 
ties of the human population. Two- 
thirds of the space is given to the Chinese 
Empire because it has by far the larger 
part of the area and most of the popu- 
lation. China is treated first in is 
broadest geographical aspects. Beven 
chapters ere then given to the more 
Getailed discussion of China proper, the 
provinces of the northern basin, or Hoang 
River, the middle basin or Yangtse Riv- 
er, the intermediate provinces, and the 
gouthern basin or West River being 
considered in turn. Three of these chap- 
ters are given to Central China, watered 
by the Yangtse system, the most popu- 
lous and important part of the empire. 
Four chapters follow on the dependencies, 
Manchuria, Mongolia, Turkestan, and 
Tibet, and in the four last chapters, In- 
ao-China, Korea, the buffer kingdom, 
Siam, and the island empire Japan re- 
ceive succinct but very significant and 
suggestive treatment, A full index ends 
the volume. 

It would be easy to make such a book 
very dull reading. A mere enumeration 
ef boundaries, rivers, chief towns, and 
ports kills interest in the library as well 
as in the grammar school. But this is 
not modern geography. The subject is 
vivified to-day by keeping in view the in- 
timate relation between geography and 
the history and activities of mankind. Mr. 
Little has been trained in the modern 
school, and we may show, by a few illus- 
trations, his way of kindling his pages 
with interest as well as of filling them 
with information. 


PART of the low plain of the Chihli 
Province is turned in the rainy sea- 
son into extensive marshes and 

swamps, a fact the Taiping rebels ever- 
looked when they marched on Peking 
in 1856. Their army of 300,000 men, con- 
stantly harassed by the brave militia from 
the north, could not extricate itself from 
this maze of marshes and streams and s0 
perished miserably, the last tragedy in a 
long series that had cost several millions 
of lives. Mongolia is one of the poorest 
countries in the world, not because its soil 
is poor, but for the reason that the moun- 
tains, which wall it in, wring dry the rain- 
bearing winds from the ocean so that 
these lofty highlands are parched in Sum- 
mer, and their great elevation makes them 
bitterly cold in Winter. Agriculture can 
be attempted only in a few favored spots, 
and the Mongols are confined to the pas- 
toral life and are nomads by necessity. 

The sediments from the great rivers 
have shallowed the Yellow Sea until it is 
dangerous for shipping to approach most 
parts of its coasts; the result is that the 
sea life has developed only to a very small 
extent among the of northeast 
China.

He has great faith in the future of the 
empire when brawn and muscle are sup- 
plemented, as they are certain to be, by 
the machinery required to carry on great 
enterprises, The Russians, he says, 
chose wisely when they built thelr chief 
city in Manchuria at Harbin, for it is the 
natural centre of the prevince, is in the 
midst of a magnificent wheat country, 
and its steam flour mills at the begin- 
ning of the war were turning out about 
1,000,000 pounds of flour a day. 

The author throws considerable new 
light upon many‘aspects of China with 
which we are more or less familiar; his 
description, for example, of the remark- 
able Chengtu plateau and its wonderful 
irrigation works is the best and fullest 
that has been written, 

This plateau is an area of level land, 
but sloping a little to the south, about 
2,800 square miles in extent, once a desert 
ef boulders but now probably the most 
highly productive and densely populated 
farming region in the world. It is in the 
heart of Szechuan. It was reclaimed by 
the genius of an official who lived two 
centuries before the Christian era. He 
dug a wide ditch through the plain. 
Then by means of boulders incased in 
bamboo wickerwork he built a wall in 
the Min River, which stands to this day, 
and diverts most of the river waters into 
the ditch, which in furn was subdivided, 
and the subdivisions were divided again 
and again, til] the whole area was cov- 
ered with a network of water channels. 
For centures these ditches were kept in 
repair, but nothing was done to improve 
them till modern times. The land is 
twice as productive as any ordinary tr- 
rigated land, and is the costliest farmland 
in China, much of it being worth $350 an 
acre.

HE roads through the great river val- 
leys and between 
ranges, which have kept China in 
constant touch with her vast dependencies 
in the west and north, are the same thor- 
oughfares on which the Mongolian and 
Tartar invaders traveled when they made 
their conquests of the Chinese. They 
overspread North China only to be grad- 
ually absorbed in the people whose land 
they had invaded. The old Chinese phys- 
ical type is persistent as Chinese 
usages and philosophy.

tivation and Development of 


Horses in This Country.* 


TREATISE on the horse, 
dealing with technical ques- 
tions of breeding and ex- 
pressing convictions on sub- 
jects about which there has 
always been and always will 
be the greatest diversity of 
opinion among practical horsemen, is sure 
to win favor with the class whose views it 
supports and seriously to offend those 
whose theories it opposes. In this latest 
book John Gilmer Speed, although profess- 
ing to present both sides of disputed ques- 
tions while indorsing one or the other, has 
already provoked the adverse criticism of 
many who have made breeding and train- 
ing their life study. His advocates are 
likely to be as numerous and possibly as 
influential. On whichever side the horse 
lover may stand, he will unquestionably 
read the work with interest and discuss 
it with feeling. 

Presented in most attractive form and 
treating the whole subject as thoroughly 
as the limited size of the volume admits, 
it will afford entertainment to all those 
who regard the equine with more than 
passing interest. Its relation of the his- 
tory of the horse in this country, intro- 
duced by a sketch of its early history 
prior to its importation here, will not be 
seriously found fault with save in those 
deductions which are drawn as to the ef- 
fects of various Influences on the devel- 
opment of the leading types. 

Mr, Speed favors strongly the Arab and 
Barb stock to improve the modern types, 
and in this provokes the antagonism of 
a large class that regards the very name 
of Arab as an anathema. He is a strong 
advocate of the Morgans and Clay-Ara- 
bians and of the Denmarks for saddle 
purposes, and an unsparing critic of 
hackneys, Orlofs, and other foreign 
breeds. The Percheror and Clydesdale 
he tolerates, and the thoroughbred he 
commends for fts particular purposes, 
but to the American types alone, does 
he appear to give his unqualified indorse- 
ment. Much that he says on this score 
is indisputable, but many of his theories 
cannot be accepted so long as the ques- 
tions touched upon remain in reasonable 
dispute. 

His recital of the history of famous 
meetings, such as the race between 
Eclipse and Sir Henry, of Grey Eagle and 
Wagner, and of Lecompte and Lexington, 
classics of the turf, will be read with 
unqualified enjoyment, and his belief in 
the ability of these horses to more than 
hold their own with the modern racers 
trained to high speed for short stretches 
rather than the old four-mile heat races, 
may be dismissed as a purely personal 
opinion, admitting of no demonstration, 
and, therefore, more interesting than im- 
portant. 

He follows this ante-civil war period 
with a fleeting reference to the perform- 
ances of Longfellow, Harry sassett, Ten 
Broeck, Prioress, and other favorites of 
old Jerome Park, and then brings us up 
to the modern racing with the story of 
Hindoo, Miss Woodford, Hamburg, Fi- 
renzi, Troubadour, The Bard, Salvator, 
Tenny, Domino, Dobbins, Hamburg, son 
of Hanover; Waterboy, and others. 

To trotting and pacing he devotes the

ASPAR WHITNEY'S admirable book 
Si of journeys in Burmah, Siam, Su- 
matra, and India is a most interest- 
ing and informing volume. It is full of 
observations of life in Southeastern Asia— 
the life as well of the men and women as 
of the beasts of the jungle. Mr. Whitney 
begins with Bangkok, where the humbler 
world lives in boats and the alien China- 
man or his descendant, the Simo-Chinese, 
does most of the work. Then he tells how 
he met the King’s mahout, Gheo Poh, Lek, 
and went with him elephant catching— 
with occasion to note many things of the 
ways of my lord the elephant and the 
men of his country. Returning to Bang- 
kok, you »wad that: 4 


Sampeng is a street of character; it Is 
the Bowery of Bangkok. It is @ continu- 
ous bazaar from end to end, with many 
alleylike tributaries leading for the great- 
er number to open-air theatres or to large 
crowded rooms, where natives squat to 
gamble and a band sends up uninterrupt- 
ed melody from the darkness at the rear.

The Siamese builds his house of one 
story and on stilts for several reasons. 
The first, no doubt, is to avoid the un- 
pardonable sin of living in a lower story 
while an upper one is occupied by other 
human beings, especially women, who in 
Siam are not regarded as of much impor- 
tance.

First among all ofher things, Luther 
Burbank is unique among men in his 
knowledge of nature and in his manipula- 
tions and interpretation of her forces 
Other men have been plant breeders and 
have produced remarkable results in im- 
proved fruits and flowers. They have 
achieved a merited reputation; indeed, in 
some cases this high reputation has passed 
on into a certain measure of fame. But 
Mr. Burbank has not only created plants 
and improved them upon a colossal scale, 
but he has; at the same time studied 
nature with infinite patience and skill, 
observing her manifestations, analyzing 
her laws, and defining and interpreting 
her functions, His life work has been pri- 
marily twofold in its sweep: First, em- 
bracing the wildest possible service to the 
world, and, second, accomplishing this 
service under the most exacting and per- 
sistent adherence to scientific truth.

F the very interesting animal who ts 
the hero of these adventures, Mr. 
Roberts says that “the incidents 

in his career are not only consistent with 

the known characteristics and capacities 
of the fox family, but there is authentic 
record of them all in the accounts of 
careful observers. Every one of these 
experiences has befallen some red fox in 
the past, and may befall other red foxes 
in the future.” No matter how extraor- 
dinary the things you read afterward, 
therefore, you may not doubt their entire 
fcxiness. Any disposition to skepticism 
merely argues your own ignorance of the 
animal whom Mr. Roberts and the an- 


| cients agree in making the astutest of 


all the beasts. To be sure, Mr. Roberts 
confesses that he has combined in his 
particular red fox the many inventiong# 
of a vast number of real foxes. He is, in 
short, the epic fox. As to the emotions 
and mental processes which he ascribes 
tu his hero, Mr. Roberts warns you not 
to consider these processes as human 
processes transferred without authority. 
Man, he reminds you, is an animal, and 
many of his processes—animal processes 
-—are as fairly the heritage and right of 
foxes as—of professors of polite letters. 

In the course of his life, from early 
puppyhood to his prime—all carefully 
traced here—red fox is represented as 
doing many things which on the face of 
them no bookworm would believe a fox 
ever did. He outwits dogs, of course, by 
all sorts of ingenious devices—that is a 
fox's specialty; he hunts skillfully in 
wood and field and barnyard—that is his 
profession. But he makes, also, a study 
of men. He engages in a contest of wits 


| with Jabez Smith, a fellow with primitive 


hunting instincts, and observes with cu- 
riosity the ways of a creature of the new 
school of guniess hunters called Boy— 
obviously intended for Mr. Roberts him- 
self. Boy goes about the woods to see 
things—not to shoot them—and red fox 
takes note of him as an oddity, and not 
dangerous like Jabez and other tall, up- 
standing creatures, 

The recital is rather fascinating—one 
must needs admire and believe (more or 
less) in red fox. Especially since Mr. Bull 
has drawn so many excellent pictures of 
him and his friends and enemies in the 
woods. Altogether the book with Mr. 
Roverts’s text and Mr, Bull's pictures is 
a rare thing among animal biographies. 
The interest, at least, is quite human.

HERO, says Mr. Thompson-Seton in 
his preface, “is an individual of 
unusual gifts or achievements.” 

And granting that definition, he has 
every right to call his nice animals 
heroes. 

The first nice animal (though the sur- 
roundings seem to fit that adjective sin- 
gularly ill) Is a slum cat. Four of the 
nine lives of the cat are related. In the 
first life she was a slum cat merely. In 
the second life she was fattened by a 
cockney fancier, became a “ Royal An- 

lostan,"”” and won the blue ribbon at 
a cat show. In the third life she lived 
with a rich family, slept daily upon silk 
cushions, and was miserable. In the 
fourth she returned on her four paws 


| to her slum—but lived there in a new 
| model tenement or some such place. The 


second of Mr. Seton's nice animals is 
a homing pigeon named Arnaux—a pigeon 
who, being liberated from a ship in dis- 
tress, traveled “two hundred and ten 
miles in fog over sea In four hours and 
forty minutes.” 

Mr. Seton has much to gay of what 
may bé@ called the sentimental aspects 
and the “higher life” of cats and pig- 
eons, and some very severe things to say 
of men with guns who shoot pigeons 
laden with the message for the doctor. 
Though his Arnaux pigeon also bears 
stock quotation# sometimes—and beats 
the wire. It is not necessary to say 
much more abcut Mr. Seton's nice ani- 
mals—the dog called Snap—who came 
from an old college chum in a box marked 
**dangerous’’—the wolves, the lynx, 
and the rest—all bear the stamp of their 
creator, and all are more or less enter- 
taining. As for the book, it is rather a 
pleasant appearing book, with a rubricked 
utle page and many of the two hundred 
drawings such as to charm the eye and 
express a good deal of the real animal— 
more, perhaps, than the text, though that 
is a matter upon which people differ too 
widely for us to dogmatize.

What Prof. George Herbert Moore did

like preceding consonants, Ike vowels, 
and succeeding sonsonants, will not ,al- 
low the rhyming of like words, such’ as 
“lipse”’ with “lips.”” No~matter what 
license is taken with the sounded vowels 
and succeeding consonants, the preceding 
consonants should be different. Many 
of our best poets of all times have occa- 
sionally broken this rule of ~ >r“ast”’ 
with “rest,"’ the reason being that there 
are very few words which will rhyme pcr 
fectly with “ breast.” 

As regards the “ delicate ear."’ If the 
poet be compelled to rhyme such words 
as “ breast"’ with “ rest,”’ and “ eclipse ” 
with “lips,” he must know that while 
such are pardonable, they can never 
wholly please the delicate ear of poetry 
lovers. 

The law of rhyme sanctions such rhymes 
as those spoken of several times in these 
columns of late, 

Phonetically, “storm” with “ warm,” 
“fruits "’ with “roots,” &c., are perfect 
rhymes. In such a language as ours, 
spoken everywhere and never in two sec- 
tions exactly alike, the poet’s best guide 
is his own ear, abiding by the rule pho- 
netically accordipg to the language as it 
is spoken in his own section.

In all the praise of the spoken and writ- 
ten word of the late John Hay I have 
never happened to see any reference to 
his address to the Omar Khayyam Club in 
London soon after he went there as Am- 
bassador.

Co.,) is written from the standpoint of 
the lawyer interested in the development 
of the English Constitution.

The little story deals pleasantly 
with noble sentiments and poetic justice, 
and is adorned about the heads of the 
pages with the usual vanities of “ holi- 
day books.” It is, however, one of those 
stories which play upon the “ pretti- 
nesses " of Japan—even the manly virtues 
are so sublimated as to have that aspect 
—and, as a Japanese gentleman remarked 
the other day, the Japanese are no “ but- 
terfly people,"’ but men even as we. Per- 
haps they resent this kind of thing.

English Abbeys. 

The introduction to Ralph Adams Cram'sa 
volume on ‘“* The Ruined Abbeys of Great 
Britain," published by James Pott & Co., 
sums up his judgment on the character of 
the monasteries in Great Britain at. the 
time of their abolition and of the motives 
that led to their ruination. Toward the 
end he wriies: 

We may say, then, that the destruction 
of the English monasteries resulted in un- 
numbered murders; the reduction to beg- 
gury of 100,000 men, women, and children; 
the total destruction of about $200,000,000 
worth of property; the alienation to those 
who had no claim to it whatever of estates 
the rentable value of which was: about 
$11,000,000 per year; the temporary extinc- 
tion of education, mercy, and public char- 
ity; the abolition of great sections of ter- 
ritory and for several millions of people 
of the services and ministrations of re- 
ligion; the eternal loss of works of art of 
immeasurabie value, and, as the event 
proved, “ the creation of a large class of 
poor to whose poverty was attached the 
stigma of crime.” 

The ruins described and illustrated are 
Glastonbury, Whitby, Lindisfarne, Beau- 
lieu, Netley, Tintern, Gisburgh, Bolton, 
Jedburgh, Kelso, Rievaulx, Byland, Mel- 
rose, Dryburgh, Kirkstall, Malmsbury, 
York, and Fountfains. 

In the concluding chapter Mr. Cram, 
who Is the author of ‘Church Bullding ” 
and other books on architecture, estimates 
the position of the abbeys in English so- 
cial and economic life and the effect of 
their suppression upon the moral and re- 
ligious condition of the people.
